The letter was formulated at a rc- 


ccnl conference of bishops at Fulda 
and charged that the intention existed 
to crowd out of the public eye every- 
thing conformable to confession of 
faith. 


"The fate of the catacombs i.s in- 


tended for us," it said, "which is meant 
to be the beginning of the end." 


The bishops recalled thai the church 


had outlasted all strife for 2,000 years 
and prophesied il would endure. They

rights of a United Status gunboat in 
China waters under Japanese control 
was reported Monday from Kiukiang.

The dispute concerned 
the gun- 


boat Monocacy, which was shaken 
and showered with water, but not 
damaged, by the explosion of two 
mines 80 yards fro mthc gunboat's 
anchorage at Kiukiang Saturday. 


A protest by Commander Lieutenant 
. V. Conlan. a reliable informant 


said, was rejected by the Japanese 
vice-consul, who in effect contended 
that foreign warships were in battle 
ireas at their own risk. 


Lieutenant Conlan was understood i 


to have countered that he was holding 
the Japanese responsible for any mis- 
hap resulting from Japanese opera- 
tions, or from mine explosions, es- 
pecially since the Nippon navy is 
sweeping the river continuously.

Nazi intentions toward Czechoslo- 


vakia was the enigma that diplomats 
waited to see answered on the eve of 
what they agreed would be a "fateful 
September." Many feared the choice 
between far or peace depended on 
negotiations between the little repub- 
lic and its Sudeten German minorit/. 


Despite intensified efforts to break 


the deadlock between the Czechoslovak 
government and the Sudeten 
Ger- 


mans, little progress has been made 
and a final showdown seem approach- 
ing. 


Britain appealed to "all quarters" to 


help lessen the Europeaen tension and 
Sir John Simon, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, warned that war in Europe 
might get beyond control of those 
who started it. 


But in Berlin the reaction was cold. 


Officials 
charged that Sir John's 


speech encouraged "notorious, crisis- 
causing elements in Czechoslovakia." 
High officials interpreted his "hints" 
as a spur to Czechoslokakia to be 
adamant in the Sudeten German sit- 
uation. Chancellor Adolf Hitler, in 
whose hands may lie the fate of the 
future, again toured part of Germany's 
formidable defense works. Next week 
Germany will have 1,000,000 men under 
arms in vast autumn maneuvers for 
which current army games have been 
a prelude—a fact deeply ditusrbing to 
London and Paris.

Show to Be Held in 


Cleveland

CLEVELAND.—Just 10 years ago a 


fellow with an idea began relieving 
the public of money in exchange for 
thrills, and then and there the post- 
war "flying circus" began shedding its 
short pants and slicking down its hair. 


C.i Cleveland's vast airport Septem- 


ber 3. 4 and 5 a small group of racing 
plane pilots wilt divide more than 
$100,000 in prizes, which is another way 
o( saying that the fellow with the idea 
back in 1928 has enjoyed many years of 
prosperous business. 


To take apart the National Air Races, 


aviation's annual big show, is to look 
into the showmanship of one Cliff 
Henderson. His mother may 
have 


named him Clifford but nobody calls 
him that. 


Cliff Henderson is the "front man" 


of an event which is or.e of the most 
dangerous of the professional sports. 
He has a brother. Phil, who guards 
the till and says no at the proper time. 
Phil stays in the back office. 


"There has to be a front guy," says 


Phil, "and I neer cared much for per- 
sonal publicity." 


Cliff does. He makes speeches and 


goes, around and convinces men with 
money that it would be good advertis- 
ing if they reached in their pockets 
for cash in five figures to pay the pilots 
who risk their necks for the crowd. 


Remember Ccrrigtui? 


He bobs up in odd places. The other 


day 
when 
Douglas 
Corrigan, 
the 


wrong-way flier, came up New York 
bay in the liner Manhattan. Cliff was 
strolling on the deck. He thought it 
would be nice, he said, if Corrigan 
came to the air races this year. 


It would just be a casual invitation. 


Corrigan hardly would be noticed, of 
course, in the Cleveland crowd. Not 
much. 


Cliff saw his first aviation meet at 


Dominguez. Calif., in 1910. Bleriot, 
Bleachey, Curtiss and other current 
birdmen—that's what they were called 
then—were there. Even at the age of 
16 Cliff wondered why they didn't 
fence those meets off and charge ad- 
mission. 


In 1928, at Los Angeles, he tried it. 


He broke even. A year later, in Cleve- 
land, he put on another show. That 
one netted S100.000. Financially, the 
Henderson brothers have done some 
backing and filling since then, partly 
due to the depression, but the till 
keeps sho%ving bigger figures. 


He's Also Canny 


The air race corporation, of which 


Cliff is managing director and Fhil is 
business manager, attributes 
it to 


showmanship. 
Cliff may be a show- 


man but he is also just plain canny 
He conceived the idea of making the 
races a business man's enterprise. 


The city's business men underwrite 


the races, other business men put up 
the purses, and the purses, and the 
public pays the bill. Until Cliff came 
along, nobody thought of using the 
city police to make the public go 
through the turnstiles instead of crash- 
ing the gate. 


The National Air Races arc a circus 


on wings. Concessionaries, from those 
who sell hot dogs to those who peddle 


• scat cushions along the roads leading 


to the airport, wax fat. The Hender- 
sons give nothing away except seats in 
the press box. 


There's Money In It 


There is a pleasant division of labor 


among the actors. Stuntcrs arc hired 
for a price, here and abroad. The Army 
and Navy loan squadrons for mass prc 
Vision flying. Parachute jumpers leap 
from planes at a given hour. All that 
is window dressing for the races. 


There are four races, sometimes five 


The first is the Bendix transcontin- 
ental, worth $30,000 to the winners; the 
second a consolation event for non- 
qualifiers; the third the Greve, worth 
$25,000, and the final one, the Thomp 
son, worth 545,000. In the past, wo 
men flyers have had a race of thei 
own. 


That the races arc dangerous is at

Next time you're taJdng pictures 


—and today is a-s good a time as 
any—try snapping the same subject 
from several viewpoints, high, low, 
close-up, and distant. Then compare 
the pictures. You'll readily see how 
viewpoint helps you to control the 
arrangement of your pictures. You 
can simplify backgrounds, eliminate 
undesirable parts of a scene, make 
all sorts of changes—all by moving 
left or right, forward or backward. 


This is one sure road to better pic- 


tures— study different viewpoints; 
choose the best one to tell your 
story—then shoot.

things go Into the making 


of an artistic, appealing picture 


—and not the least important Is the 
point ot view. 


In fact, the viewpoint determines 


the type of picture you get. Consider 
a picture of a person out of doors. 
Stand back thirty feet to take the 
picture, and you get a landscape 
view with a figure in the foreground. 
Stand only a few feet from the sub- 
ject, and you get an informal por- 
trait with the minimum of back- 
ground. In other words, if you want 
to feature the person—get close to 
your subject. If it's the landscape 
you want—stand back. 


Angle shots are unusual and at- 


tract attention. Shoot from an ele- 
vation, and you get a "bird's-eye" 
view of your subject. Shoot from be- 
low and you get a "worm's-eye" 
view. The resulting putures of the 
same subject from thelow and high 
viewpoints will be quite different 
and they will lend variety to your 
snapshot collection.

Moved Overnight 


When the evacuation hospitals wore 


shifted to another point—that might 
happen overnight, Miss Fontaine found 
—die staff got moved as best they 
could. 


"Once I traveled five days in a box 


car," she reminisced, "and never took 
my clothes off. Every time there wax 
danger of bombing, we'd jump off the 
train and try to hide in shell holes. 
Meantime we'd stop the train and 
gather along the tracks while^ food 
was prepared over an even fire." 


After 14 months of this excitement, 


Miss Fontaine can't quite face the idea 
of a nice quiet job at Rockefeller In- 
stitute—or anywhere else. 


"I'll probably wait awhile before I 


hunt for another job," she said.
